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42. (previously presented): The method as claimed in claim 40, wherein the privacy level 
includes a multiple level privacy capabiUty. 

43. (previously presented): The method as claimed in claim 40, v/herein the privacy level 
access is specified on a user group basis. 

44. (previously presented): The method as claimed in claim 40, wherein a privacy level is 
specified for each of a plurality of fields of temporary location information. 

45. (currently amended): A computer system for providing access to a collection of 
electronic business cards, comprising i_ 

a processor: and 

one or more computer instructions which, when executed by said processor, cause said 
processor to [[for ]] : 

providing provide an electronic business card file Web site to a user, wherein the Web 
site includes an electronic business card file of the user; 

allowing allow the user to access the electronic business card file of the user; 

allowing allow the user to view said electronic business card file of the user; and 

allowing allow the modification of temporary location information by the user in a 
pluraUty of fields and storing said temporary location information. 

46. (currently amended): The computer system method as claimed in claim 45, wherein 
the temporary location information includes a pre-defined set of contact locations. 

47. (currently amended): The computer system Hiethed as claimed in claim 46, wherein 
the contact locations are identified by at least one of an address, a phone number, a facsimile 
number, and an electronic mail address. 

48. (currently amended): The computer system i»eS^ as claimed in claim 45, fiirther 
comprising instructions which cause the processor to the st e p of: 

allowing allow the user to specify a privacy level for said temporary location information.

50. (currently amended): The computer system method as claimed in claim 48, wherein 
the privacy level includes a multiple level privacy capability. 

51. (currently amended): The computer system method as claimed in claim 48, wherein 
the privacy level is access specified on a user group basis. 

52. (currently amended): The computer system method as claimed in claim 48, wherein 
a privacy level is specified for each of a pluraUty of fields of temporary location information. 

53. (previously presented): A computer readable storage mediimi, comprising computer 
instractions for: 

providing an electronic business card file Web site to a user, wherein the Web site 
includes an electronic business card file of the user; 

allowing the user to access the electronic business card file of the user; 

allowing the user to view said electronic business card file of the user; and 

allowing the modification of temporary location information by the user in a plurality of 
fields and storing said temporary location information. 

54. (previously presented): The method as claimed in claim 53, wherein the temporary 
location information includes a pre-defined set of contact locations. 

55. (previously presented): The method as claimed in claim 54, wherein the contact 
locations are identified by at least one of an address, a phone number, a facsimile number, and an 
electronic mail address. 
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56. (previously presented): The method as claimed in claim 53, further comprising the 

step of: 

allowing the user to specify a privacy level for said temporary location information. 

57 . (previously presented): The method as claimed in claim 56, wherein the privacy 
level includes at least one of a public level, a semi-private level, and a private level, 

58 . (previously presented) :The method as claimed in claim 56, wherein the privacy level 
includes a multiple level privacy capability.

61. (previously presented): A computer data signal embodied in a carrier wave, 
comprising computer instructions for: 

providing an electronic business card file Web site to a user, wherein the Web site 
includes an electronic business card file of the user; 

allowing the user to access the electronic business card file of the user; 

allowing the user to view said electronic business card file of the user; and 

allowing the modification of temporary location information by the user in a plurality of 
fields and storing said temporary location information. 

62 . (previously presented): The method as claimed in claim 61, wherein the temporary 
location information includes a pre-defined set of contact locations. 

63. (previously presented): The method as claimed in claim 62, wherein the contact 
locations are identified by at least one of an address, a phone number, a facsimile number, and an 
electronic mail address.
